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DAVID's LETTERS TO HIS KINSFOLK. 
Letter XV. 
Boston, May 31, 1823. 
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Dear JonaTHan, 

The parade of an election day presents 
little of novelty, and nothing that is peculiarly 
worthy of adescription. If you can imagine a 
procession of three or four hundred men, es- 
corted by a small military compeny in very ele- 
gant uniforms, from the State-House to the Old 
South Church, and again from the Old South to 
the State-House, you will have a tolerably good 
idea of all the pomp and show of the day. 
There is usually a great crowd of persons sta- | 
tioned at various avenues and corners by which | 
this proceseion passes, stationed there more, it 
would seem, from instinct, than from a desire | 
to gratify any particular affection or propensi- | 
ty. The Common, during the whole day, ex- | 
hibits a scene of folly and dissipation. A num- | 
ber of tents are erected near the centre of it, 
under and around which are spread tables, | 
which groan beneath their load of provisions 
and liquors, to satisfy the craving of the hun- 
gry and to tempt the appetites of the intem- 
perate. Spirituous liquors of all kinds, and in | 
almost every form in which they can possibly | 
be compounded, are exhibited to the view of | 
the «pectators, consistiug of al! sizes, and both 
sexes, indiscriminately ; and the devil of intoxi- 
cation assumes the enticing shape of punch, cor- 
dial, ege-pop, or plain grog, to allure the unwa- 
ry, waile behind eack table stands its busy pro- 
prieter, exclaiming * Walk up, walk up.” 

The consequence is, that, long before sun- 
set, many, afier walking up, are obliged to lte 











down.
